They left on Monday evening's 
train for the Calgary district and there 
can be little doubt but what on their re- 
turn to Dakota they will be the means of 
doing good work in inducing the deluded 
settlers of their neighborhoods to pull up 
stakes and leave for a land like Mani- 
toba.

There was no pressure in the 
shape of leading «questions brought to 
bear upon the gentlemen to induce them 
to exaggerate the misery that exists in 
some parts of South Dakota. Mr, Mc-

garden county of South Dakota. Hts 
average of wheat for the past five years 
was a trifle under eight bushels to the 
acre, Drought was the cause of this and 
for the past two years he did not have 
three bushels to the acre.

The liberality of our laws regarding 
free homesteading may be inferred from | 
the following summary : 

Settlers can obtain free grants of land | 
in Manitoba upon the followmg condi- | 
tions, viz: 

1. By making entry
